San Francisco, July 28.—A corner of 
the Grand Hotel has been leased by the 
Central Pacific Railroad for the purpose 
of a general ticket and tourist office.

| A Fast-runping Train’ Pashes into a Single 


Car with Deadly Results—The Engi- 
neer and Fireman Killed— 
Other Casualties, 


‘was received here early this morning of 
a terrible disaster on the Rome, Water- 
town and Ogdensburg R. R., near Carle- 
ton, last — night. As the Thousand 
Islands train, which was running at a 
high rate of speed on the main line, 


neared Carleton, the engineer noticed a 
single car standing on the track ahead 
of him. He at once put on the air brakes 
and reversed his lever, but before the 
speed of his train could be slacked, 
the engine dashed into the obstruction, 
and, in an instant, all was a scene of 
wreck and confusion,, and the air was 
filled with the groans of dying and 
injured. The engineer, who heroically 
remained at his post, was fatally injured 
When the crash came. The fireman, 
who stood by him till the last, was in- 
stantly killed. Word for assistance was 
at once telegraphed to Charlotte, a dis- 
tance of twenty-five miles. On the ar- 
rival of aid. the work of rescuing the 
wounded and taking out the dead from 
the wreck began. So far as can be 
learned at present the car which caused 
the disaster was blown on to the main 
line from a branch track by a high wind 
which prevailed at the time of the acci- 
dent. It is supposed that the Rev. Dr. 
Atwood, of Canton, and Rev. Dr. Fiske, 
of Syracuse, were passengers on the ill- 
fated train. Fourteen are dead. 


THE KILLED AND INJURED. 


Rocurester, N. Y., July 28.—The 
bodies were taken out of the wreck at 
last advices. Among the killed and 
wounded are Henry McCormick. of Ben- 
ton, Michigan; Louis France, flreman, 
killed; Archer Taylor, of .Warrentown, 
baggageman, killed; a colored porter, 
name unknown, killed; Mrs. O. Jenni- 
son, of 819 North Ninth street, Phila- 
delphia, hip broken; Mrs. Brooks, of 
Philadelphia, a friend of Mrs. Jennison,. 
stillin the wreck, not recovered; two 
ladies, named Hall, fatally hurt; Train- 
master Chauncey, of Oswego, fatally 
hurt; Engineer James McCarthy, fatally 
scalded; Wm. Rockfellow, fireman in 
the shops at Oswego, leg broken. 

The scene beggars description. The 
engine is a total wreck. Fireman Louis 
A. France was mangled beyond recogni- 
tion. From fifteen to eighteen patsen- 
gers are reported injured. Many per- 
sons were killed outright and others lett 
in a dying condition. The sufferings of 
the wounded are terrible. A whole 
family mamed Brooks are believed to be 
burned in the wreck.
